Dayton Man, Woman Found

DAYTON, O., May 1^.—In the 


belief that Nathan Ray, 35-year-old 
engineer, and Oneida Sorber, 30, 
wrought their deaths in a suicide 
pact, authorities today pried into

tive for their act. 


The bullet-pierced bodies of the

of^ ending their lives. 


The automobile in which Ray

loan of the car, Thomas told au- 
thorities. 


Investigation 
revealed, officials 


said, that Ray shot Miss Sorber, 
and then discharged the weapon, 
a shotgun, into hig own body by 
placing it against the stump of a 
tree and jerking the trigger with a 
twig.

Dr. S. P. Brooks, Who Rose

MADRID, May 14.—With virtu- 


ally all of Spain under military 
™le in an effort to prevent blood-

tn« Catholic church, the Republi- 


frovenunent went forward to- 
wlth sweeping plans to dia- 
t former King Alfonso in the 
of the Spanish people, 
the heels of new anti-clerical 


rioting which necessitated the im- 
position of martial law at Badajos, 
the government ordered confisca- 
tion of all properties of the exiled 
King and launch an investigation 
of his acts since his institution of 
a dictatorship under General" Pri- 
fflo De Rivera, in September, 1923. 


Holding Alfonso personally re- 


sponsible for the 
anti-religious 


riots which have resulted in dam- 
ages to church property estimated 
at more than $30,000,000, the gov- 
ernment also charged that during 
the last years the ex-monarch had 
used his "tyrannical rule" for per- 
sonal gain instead of for the good 
of the people. 


No decision as to the disposal of 


the property will be made until 
the constitutional cortes, which 
will be elected in June, convenes. 
Until that time all cash securities 
on deposit in the Bank of Spain 
must remain intact, the decree or- 
dered. 
Meanwhile, 
bankers and 


other individuals holding property 
for the former King must surren- 
der it to the Ministry of Finance. 


Alfonso's holdings in Spain arc 


reputed to amount to several mil- 
lion dollars.

JUDGE DEFENDS 


MOVE IN TRIAL 


AKRON, O.,—"Mere ,talk, in and 


of itself alone, unattendant with 
evil consequences that might rea- 
sonably be expected to flow there- 
from, cannot be made by law a 
crime in. Ohio." 


With these words written into 


his ruling that the Ohio Crim- 
inal Syndicalism Law is uncon- 
stittitional, Judge Walter B. Wan- 
amaker of Summit County took 
another step toward the realiza- 
tion of his life's ambition, accord- 
ing to his friends. The ambition, 
is said, to be a justice of the 
Ohio Supreme court. 


The ruling, a carefully prepared 


judicial document, was returned 
sustaining the demurrer in the case 
against Paul F- Massey, former 
Goodyear-Zeppelin employe, charg- 
ed with violating the statute in 
concoction with an alleged sabot- 
age plot against the navy dirig- 
ible, The Akron. 


Judge Wanamaker aims to fol- 


low in the footsteps of his illus- 
trious father, the late Reuben N. 
Wanamaker, justice of the state 
Supreme Court. He revealed his 
ambition to friends when he wa 
elacted to the common pleas bench 
here -a. year ago. . 


Already he is presiding judge of 


the court, despite the fact he was 
elected but a scant year ago and 
despite the fact he is only 37 years 
of age. 


With his decision. Judge Wan- 


amaker has sent to the state's 
highest 
judicial tribunal a con- 


stitutional question of tremend- 
ous importance and overwhelming 
popular interest. 


The decision sounds a sentiment 


familiar to those who followed the 
elder Wanamaker's court rulings 
and in his book, "The Voice of 
Lincoln," when it says: 


"One of the primary purposes of 


a living judiciary is the necessity 
of the adaption of laws to new pro- 
blems of society."

SOCIAL WORKER 


DEFENDS RELIEF 


KENTON. O.—Miss Mary Irene 


Atkinson, new superintendent of 
the state division of charities, den- 
ied here today that social welfare 
work is "red tape" which hamp- 
ers relief work. 


She refuted the charges during a 


district welfare conference held for 
Allen, Auglaize, Hardin, Logan, 
Shelby and Wyandot counties. 


Due to "terrific pressure," 
it 


has been difficult to maintain 
"high standards of service" dur- 
ing the past winter, yet "a consi- 
derable number of communities 
have been able to avoid the bread 
line and the soup kitchen by pro- 
per planning and intelligent direc- 
tion," she declared. 


Miss Atkinson, who was recent- 


ly appointed by Governor George 
White, admitted that "in some 
quarters there is a tendency to ob- 
ject to social investigation as an 
unnecessary bit of red tape which 
delays the relief of physical suf- 
fering."' 


Calling upon her listeners to pen- 


alize lightly for mistakes made 
during time of necessary haste, she 
declared that "we should not re- 
pudiate social service because of 
the poor judgement and technical 


Blunders of one individual." 


The skilled case-worker, accord- 


ing to Miss Atkinson, "relieves 
acute distress and then completes 
the social invcBtigation in order to 
safeguard the best interest of her 
client and of the community she 
is serving." 


"Furthermore, public and pri- 


vate funds available 
for social 


service cannot be wisely and econ- 
omically spent unless the distribut- 
ing agency knows the fact about 
it clinets."'

ML LAND IS BEST 
FOR SHEEP GRAZING 


WOOSTER, O., May 13—Why 


hill land is best for sheep has been 
explained by agricultural experts 
at the Ohio Experiment Station. 


Hill lands, according to Dr. R. E. 


Rebrassier of the animal disease 
control laboratory at the station, 
are not favorable to sheep par- 
asites. 


Lower moist lands, however, en- 


courage the incubation of the vai- 
ious worms that are parasitic in 
sheep, Dr. Rebrassier says. 


Such lands, with their luxuriant j 


vegetation, also offer protection 
to a greater degree to the young 
worms until they reach their host > 
animal, he believes. 


The winds and the rain move a 


large part 01* the form eggs from 
hills to lower areas, thereby con- 
centrating the infective principle 
on the low ground. 


The scant vegetation of the hill 


lands permits the drying out in- 
fluence of the sun's rays of create 
condition unfavorable to the con- 
tinued life of the worm egg and
